The Value and 


This is an age of organization, of 
consolidation, coupled with co-ordin- 
ation of effort and co-operation in ef- 
fort. These became the watchwords 
of the financial and business world 
in the latter years of the nineteenth 
century, and resulted in the creation 
of great financial, transportation, in- 


dustrial and commercial combines 


and the amalgamation of many small; 


concerns and systems into huge ¢7- 
terprises. Many economies were ef- 
fected aud improvements made from 
which the people benefited, but, alas, 
the centering of great and 
power in the hands of the few also 
led to great abuses and widespread 
corruption in publig life. 

The organization ‘and consolidation 
of capital had its ‘sequel in the or- 
ganization and consolidation of labor, 
the latter being compelled to this 
action in order to defend itself and 
protect its interests as against the 
former. Thus two in ghty forces were 
arrayed one against the other. Now, 
however, it is coming to be generally 
recognized that these two groups, in- 
stead of being antaggonists,ashogld be 
partners and co-workers, thattite best 
interests of the one are indissoluble 
from the other, that there should be 
co-operation the one with the other 
and a co-ordination of effort for the 
welfare of both. 

In the conduct of the Great War 
the need for the most intense organ- 
ization was quickly recognized, but it 
took longer to impress upon all the 
allied nations the equal necessity of 
consolidation, of the closest possible 
co-operation, of co-ordination of.g¢f- 
fort to the common end desired by 
all, And it was not until thorough co-

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Paris, — Every day that passes in- 
creases the certainty that Britain and 
the United States have reached an 
agreement on all fundamental ques- 
tions and are working closely to- 
gether. Both nations have made 
concessions; Britain has accepted the 
U. S. views as to certain vital phases 
of the league of nations and the U. 
S. has surrendered to Britain with re- 
spect to the old contention regard- 
ing freedom of the seas says aU. S. 
Press correspondent. 

No regret should be wasted over 
this surrender for it was the weakest 
point in the American program. Their 
original conception grew out of the 
controversies first with Britain and 
then with Germany over the ‘rights 
of neutrals. The United States claim- 
ed the privilege under the existing 
sea laws of trading freely with both 
sides; Britain contended that while 
these laws were applicable in former 


times they were not so any longer 
since modern wars are fought, not 
between professional armies and 


navies, but between whole peoples. 


Everybody is a combatant in a cer- 
tain sense and therefore everything 
is contraband, The United States 
practicaly acceded to this view, when 
on entering the war, they helped the 
allies to tighten the blockade. 

The chief cause of the present con- 
cession: to Britain is the realization 
that the day is indeed past when wars 
can be fought according to rules. The 
league of nations may make all the 
rules it pleases; but when a 
conflagration sweeps the world 
the nations again plunge into a des- 
perate life and death struggle all rules 
will be in vain for nobody will ob- 
serve them.

Why, therefore, waste cfiorts 
drafting rules which would be better 
expended towards preventing war al- 
togeth.r? 

Tlie best preventive plan yet sug- 
gested is the establishment of a lea- 
gue of nations. If a strong league, 
with suitable limitations of 
ments, can be organized, the whole 
question of the freedom of the seas 
immediately becomes a sccondary 
one.

Canadians “Presumed Dead” Have
